IMPROVED business conditions.were noted last week 
by both of the leading commercial agencies. Bank 
clearings were remarkably large, with increases re- 
ported of 22.0 per cent over 1909 and 2.8 per cent 
over 1906, outside of New York, and of 38.9 and 25.0 
respectively, in New York. This expansion in busi- 
ness is confirmed by the record of railroad earnings 
which in the first week of March gained 10.6 per 
cent. The demand for iron and steel is expanding. 
From most of the leading cities come ‘such reports 
as “movement of merchandise is steadily increasing 
in volume,” “trade has been quite brisk,” “business 
ahead of a year ago,” “situation continues to show im- 
provement,” “sales reach new high records,” and 
“wholesale distribution remarkably good.” Taking 
the country as a whole, the record is one of really 
remarkable progress. The volume of trade transac- 
tions and traffic in the United States doubles every 
decade, and, while this gratifying gain may be tem- 
porarily checked, the law of average works, and it is 
apparently now at work making good the losses sus- 
tained more than a year ago. Business failures for 
the week ended with March 17 were 208 against 250 
the previous week, 224 in the like week of 1909, and 


03 in 1908. 


A BILL has been introduced into the New York 
| egislature to create a permanent State Department 
f Commerce and Industry. The department is to 
ave a Commissioner, appointed by the Governor, by 
nd with the advice and consent of the Senate for a 
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period of five years and at an annual salary of $7,500. 
There are to be two deputies, each at $5,000 a year, 
and such other assistants as may be necessary, all to 
be appointed by the Commissioner. The duties will 
be chiefly to investigate conditions affecting 
merce and industry in the state of New York, to col- 
lect and tabulate the information obtained, and to 
make recommendations of a remedial character in the 
form of bills for submission to the Legislature. It is 
asserted that the manufactures and commerce of 
New York state are handicapped and restricted in a 
number of ways with the result that the natural and 
artificial advantages of the state are not being availed 
of in the most effective and economical manner; that 
of every eight persons in the state, one is engaged in 
manufacturing; that the products of manufacturers 
constitute one-sixth of those of the entire nation; that 
they are ten times more valuable than the products of 
agriculture in the state, for the promotion of which 
the state is expending approximately $700,000° an 
nually. It is said that rail-borne freight passing 
through the state of New York constitutes one-tenth 
of that.of the nation, while the water-borne _ traffic 
constitutes 50 per cent, and upon neither manufac- 
tures nor commerce is the state said to be expending 
a dollar for their conservation or promotion.

On domestic business the average 
prices received last year on all rolled and other fin- 
ished product shipped were 14.3 per cent less than the 
average received in 1908. On export shipmen‘s the 
average prices received in 1909 were 7.8 per eent less 
than those of 1908.” 

At the beginning of 1910 the order tooks of the 
subsidiary companies contained unfilled orders for 
rolled and other finished products for future 
ments of 5,927,031 tons of various cla-ses of materials.

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The gross sales and earnings for 1909 were $646,-

Firry per cent of the space now occupied by un- 
sightly billboards in St. Louis will be cleared by Build- 
=. ing Commissioner Smith as the result of 
Billboards 2, opinion handed down in the Missouri 
to Go in es 

St. Louis. UPreme Court recently. The decision 

upholds the validity of the St. Louis bill- 
board ordinance and reverses the permanent injunction 
obtained by a billboard advertising firm in the Circuit 
Court in St. Louis against Commissioner Smith, the 
mayor, and chief of police. 

Judge Woodson expresses as his own opinion that 
not only has St. Louis the right to regulate and con- 
trol billboards and kindred methods of advertising, but 
that they may be controlled by legislative enactment. 
This view is expected to result in the passage of drastic 
laws by the next Missouri legislature. 

The average billboard illustration, Judge Woodson 
holds, is a constant menace to public safety, health and 
morals, and they constitute hiding places and retreats 
for criminals. This contention was made by former 
City Commissioner Charles F. Bates in his argument 
before the Missouri Supreme Court. 

“In a general statement,’ says the court decision, 
“we might say that there is only one virtue connected 
with this entire business and that is the advertising 
itself. This is a legitimate and honorable business 
if honorably and legitimately conducted, but every oth- 
er feature and incident thereto have evil tendencies and 
should, for that reason, be strictly regulated and con- 
trolled. The sign boards and billboards upon which 
this class of advertisements are displayed are constant 
menaces to the public safety and welfare of the city.” 

The opinion contained 30,000 words. Its effect is 
expected to be countrywide, because of the general war 
that is being waged against billboards by civic so- 
cieties in all the large cities... 
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The billboard fight began when a billboard firm t. o 
years ago enjoined the St. Louis authorities from «.- 
terfering with its right-to erect a triangular board on 
the site of Old Round Top Market at Broadway aid 
Biddle streets, St, Louis. Photographs of St. Louis 
billboards were used as exhibits before the Supreme 
Court, giving the judges proofs of the violation of 
the city: ordinance. 

According to a recent report of the billboard com- 
mittee of the St. Louis Civic- League, which has been 
the leader in the fight, the total value of billboard con- 
struction in St. Louis amounts to $140,000. In some 
cases, it is said, ‘the .rental value from the billboards 
amounts to more.than it would if a one-story business 
house were on the lot. 








AN ENTERPRISING and prosperous Mississippian en- 
gaged in lumber and cotton-manufacturing down 
ante ee ee 
ah *ebee. y quoted in an inter 
servation”’ View as remarking that Mississippi folks 
are not talking much about “conserva- 
tion, reforestation,” and other kindred topics so 
commonly encountered in the politico-economic cult 
of the day. The public, he says also, expects entirely 
too much of the lumberman—the lumberman having 
no more of duty to perform in the direction of con- 
servation than the average citizen has; the lumberman 
has had the advantages of the forests, but all classes 
of people in the country have had the benefit of cheap 
prices for lumber. And he thus pursues the subject 
in detail: 


‘ Lands in Mississippi that are covered with pine for- 
ests are too valuable for the production of cotton to be 
held for reforestation. Large areas are taken up as 
soon as the timber is cut, and put under cultivation. 
With cotton at fifteen cents, all cut-over lands are 
worth anywhere from $10 to $25 an acre—too valuable 
to be put into a crop that takes from fifty to one hun- 
dred years to raise. In Pennsylvania there are thou- 
sands of acres suitable only for forests, with which 
nothing whatever is being done. We can never prac- 
tice conservation of forests down South until lumber 
is very much higher in value. 


Or, perhaps, until cotton is cheaper. The “white 
staple” has not always been fifteen cents and more a 
pound; it will probably not always stay at that. point 
or at a level anywhere approaching it; were it ever to 
drop back to six cents or thereabouts, Mississippians 
might perhaps begin to think seriously about reforest- 
ing their cut-over lands. 

Meanwhile, however, there is something more in 
“conservation” and, “reforestation” down-South than 
the mere matter of what is the most immediately- 
profitable use to which the lands may be put. Whaole- 
sale denudation of forest lands in reckless and un- 
intelligent ways has effects on climate and natural 
water-courses and water-basins and soils that cannot 
long go uncounted. There are portions of the south- 
eastern ‘United States today whose climate is meas- 
urably different—and not so good—from what it wa: 
twenty, thirty and forty years ago and whose agricul 
turists have been obliged in consequence to ‘mak: 
shifts” in crops and to alter somewhat traditiona’ 
methods of cultivation; and the cause of it—or one 
cause, at least—has admittedly been forest de 
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And it might some time happen that even 
ton-culture itself would become less easy than now 
‘hrough a loss of forest protection.

Acquaintances of Louis S. Levy, who some time ago 
sold the Western Hardware Co., of Fargo, North Da- 
kota, going to northern Minnesota, may be interested 
in an experience which he had recently. How, with a 
friend, he was chased by a pack of hungry wolves and 
forced to ascend trees, is told in a letter to his Fargo 
friends. It appears that Mr. Levy and a friend were 
returning one evening from a lumber camp when the 
incident occurred, well out on Wolf Lake in Minne- 
sota. This is the way he puts it: “We were walking 
along joking, without any thought of danger, until 
pretty well out on the ice of Wolf Lake, when from 
the shore we heard the approach of a pack of wolves 
and could see their eyes shine through the darkness. 
Yes, I will admit we were scared, but we didn’t lose 
our heads entirely.” He then describes how his friend 
dragged a coat on the snow while he pressed a little 
pocket flash-light into service. Continuing, he says: 
“Had we been in the woods we could have built a fire 
and in this way kept the wolves at bay, at least‘ until 
daytime when they would have left us. But under the 
circumstances we kept on moving towards shore as 
rapidly as possible, with the wolves gradually becom- 
ing bolder and coming closer. By the time we reached 
shore we were ready to climb the first tree, and did not 
wait to build a fire, for the battery in my flash-light 
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was just about exhausted by this time. After reaching 
a safe position in our chilly roosts about all we could 
hear and see was the yell of wolves and the shine of 
their eyes which kept darting like so many fire-flies in 
the darkness. It did not take us long to feel the cold, 
perched up in the trees and the thought of remaining 
there until morning was not the most pleasant.” It 
appears that all either Mr. Levy or his friend had in 
the shape of fire-arms were .22 calibre rifles, which 
were practically useless at such a time. “All at once, 
as if awakening from a dream, I thought of the rifle 
I still clung to. The trouble now lay in the darkness 
and the impossibility to get a sight on any of the ob- 
jects.

VICTORY FOR THE BUCK-SAW. 





In sustaining a claim filed by the American Express 
Co. the Board of United States General Appraisers 
holds that for the purpose of assessing duty buck-saw 
blades are not to be regarded as “cross-cut” saws, but 
are to be classified at a lower rate. The saw blades were 
assessed for duty at 6 cents a linear foot as “cross-cut’’ 
blades, while a claim was made for 30 per cent under 
the provision for “all other saws not specially provided 
for.” The saw blades in question are known as “cham- 
pion” or “tuttle-tooth” buck-saws. General Appraiser 
Fischer in his decision for the Board says: 

“That a distinction is made between saws which are 
adapted to use as cross-cut saws and such as are avail- 
able for use as buck-saws is evident. The cross-cut 
variety of saws is adapted for cutting timber across the 
grain, and is used in cutting down trees and cutting 
lumber. It is a heavier and larger saw than the buck- 
saw, and ranges in length from 4 to 10 feet. 

“The ordinary buck-saw is a kind of a frame-saw 
adapted to a nearly vertical motion and used in cutting 
kindling and firewood. We find that the saw blades in 
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jon are for the latter use. They are 2%4 feet in 
and 2% imches wide, and we hold that it was

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CANADA NEEDS RAT TRAPS. 





Consul-General John Edward Jones, at Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, suggests to manufacturers of all devices for 
catching rats that immediate attention be given to the 
Western Canadian market through Winnipeg, the 
great distributing point. He writes: Some time ago 
it was reported that rats were making their way from 
the United States into Western Canada, and the pro- 
vincial agricultura] department started a series of ex- 
periments for checking the advance. 

After some experimenting it was believed that the 
rats could best be killed by feeding them virus which 
would produce a fatal disease in them, easily commu- 
nicated to others. This gave some favorable results, 
but the rats continue their march, and have just been 
discovered a few miles south of Winnipeg. 

The agricultural department is fully alive to the sit- 
uation, and is doing everything possible to stamp out 
the invasion, which, if continued, would cost Western 
Canada large sums of money each year. The large 
farms are all provided with granaries where the grain 
is stored, and if the rodents are once in the grain belt 
it will be well-nigh impossible to eradicate them. 

The farmers are becoming anxious, and there is al-

REPORT OF THE REVIEW COMMITTEE FOR 
1910 ON HOT-WATER HEATING. 





(This report was presented at the annual meeting of 
the American Society of Heating and Ventilating En- 
gineers, held in New York City, on January 19, 1910.) 

Hot-water heating has been the subject of many papers 
and topics before the Society during the past fifteen years. 

Vol. I. (1895).—At the first annual meeting a paper was 
presented entitled “A Short Talk on Hot-Water Radiators,” 
by J. J. Wilson. In this paper and during the discussion of 
it the general practice of hot-water heating at that time was 
brought out. 

Vol. II. (1896).—There were no papers on hot-water heat- 
ing in Vol. II. Topical discussion brought out the opinion 
that the ideal system of heating for moderate size dwellings 
was hot water, and that it was more efficient and economical 
than any other system. 

Vol III. (1897)—A paper, “Arrangement of Mains in 
Hot-water Heating Apparatus,” by Wm. M. Mackay, de- 
scribed the various arrangement of mains used in hot-water 
heating and the discussion brought out the general practice 
of that day. 

A paper, “The Relation That Should Exist Between the 
Steam and Water Ratings of, House Heating Boilers,” by A. 
C. Mott, brought out considerable valuable discussion on the 
subject of hot-water heating. 

Vol IV. (1898).—A discussion of ‘Canadian government 
specifications for hot-water heating coils brought out consid- 
erable discussion on the subject of hot-water heating and the 
efficiency of coils and radiators. 

A paper, “Proportioning Circulating Pipes for Steam and 
Hot-water Heating Systems,” by J. J. Blackmore, gave rules 
for determining the size of pipes in hot-water heating. 

Vol. V. (1899).—The topic, “What Is the Relative Fuel 
Economy of Heating with Steam and Hot Water?” brought 
out the statement that hot-water circulation with the same 
apparatu@ in the same building, while possessing other ad- 
vantages, proved one-third more economical in fuel. 

Vol. VI. (1900).—No papers or ‘topics on Hot-water 
Heating appear in this volume. 

Vol. VII. (1901).—A paper, “A Low Pressure Hot-water 
Heating System Receiving Heat from a Steam Boiler,” by 
John Gormly, described a water circulation for heating a small 
residence, the water being heated by a circulation of hot water 
through a heater from below the water line of a steam boiler. 

A paper, “Proportioning Hot-water Radiation in Com- 
bination Systems of Hot Air and Hot-water Heating,” by 
R. C. Carpenter, brought out considerable information re- 
garding ratios, reduced waterways in radiators, and the oper- 
ation of hot-water apparatus. 

A paper, “Volume of Water in Hot-water Heating Ap- 
paratus,” by Wm. M. Mackay, brought out the statement that 
a reduced volume of water in radiators, boiler and mains of 
a hot-water heating apparatus gave greater efficiency, econ- 
omy, flexibility and better results in every way. 

Vol. VIII. (1902).—A topic, “What Is the Relative Econ- 
omy of a Hot-water Heating System Using Exhaust Steam 
to Heat the Water Compared with Using the Exhaust Steam 
Direct in the Radiators by Aid of Some Air-extracting Ap- 
paratus?” brought out the statement that hot-water heating 
and ventilating apparatus had replaced vacuum steam ap- 
paratus in large buildings, proving more efficient and fifty 
per cent more economical, requiring less attention. 

Vol IX. (1903).—A general discussion of the topic, “In 
Proportioning Boilers for Heating Purposes Should the 
Boiler Be Proportioned to the Building to Be Heated or to 
the Radiation Provided?” brought out the opinion that the 
boiler should be proportioned to the building to be heated, 
regardless of the radiation placed. 

A discussion of the topic, “Should the Heating Engineer 
Be Expected to Provide Reserve Power in the Heating Boiler 
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After Proper Allowance Is Made for Radiation and P; ing 
.in Accordance with Manufacturers’ Ratings to Imsure th. 
Owner an Efficient and Economical Apparatus?” brought oi; 
the opinion that many heating boilers were over-rated, 31 
that in accepting manufacturers’ ratings reserve power sh u\( 
be provided to insure efficiency and economy. 

Vol. X. (1994).—“Description of Hot-water Heating Ap 
paratus in the Schioldann Institution, Copenhagen, Denm: ;k.” 
by A. B. Reck, The author described the installation and 
operation of an especially designed hot-water heating system 
in which the circulation is accelerated by the admission of 
steam into the system. 

The discussion of the topic, “Has Latest Practice Demon- 
strated the Advisability of Using Smaller Sizes of Pipe jy 
Hot-water Heating Systems in Greenhouses?” brought out 
the opinion that better results were obtained by using 2-inch 
instead of 4-inch pipe, but that. rfrodern makes of boilers with 
deep firepots and ample area for fuel were also necessary for 
best results. 

Vol. XI. (1905).—“Experience with Radiators in the Top 
Story of a Building,” by A. B. Reck. The author shows that 
by neglecting to figure the roof as an exposure an apparatus 
failed to heat the top floor of a building, but when the roof 
was considered and sufficient additional radiating surface 
placed, the results were satisfactory. 

In a paper, “The Circulation of Hot Water,” by John S. 
Brennan, the author described a special method of circula- 
tion, the flow and return being connected together through a 
special valve at one end of the radiator, the other end being 
blank. 

' The topic, “Methods of Heating Large Bodies of Water 


» for Public Baths and Industrial Purposes by. Steam or Other- 


wise,” brought out the thought that while the heating of water 
was considered a fixed science, the simple laws governing 
it were often ignored by the architectural and engineering 
fraternity, and frequently insufficient power was provided for 
the work desired. 

In a paper, “Residence Heating by Direct and Indirect 
Hot Water,” by E. F. Capron, the author describes the design 
and installation of a heating apparatus in a large private 
residence usuing indirect and direct radiation and having an 
air filtering arrangement, a tempering coil and thermostatic 
control. 

In a paper, “Notes on the Design of Central Station Hot- 
water Heating Systems,” by J. D. Hoffman, the author de- 
scribes the design and operation of a central station hot-water 
heating system in connection with an electric light plant. 

The topic, “Can the Area of Mains in Overhead Systems 
of Hot-water Heating Be Reduced with Benefit?” brought 
out the statement that the mains in such systems could be 
reduced twenty-five per cent below what would be considered 
good practice in under-fed systems. 


The topic, “Vacuum System of Hot-water Heating,” 
brought out the statement that a valve placed on the discharge 
fipe on the expansion tank of a hot-water system which 
would permit of a discharge but- would prevent the admission 
of air, gave a better and a longer continued circulation on a 
failing temperature of water than could be obtained with the 
ordinary open discharge. 

Vol. XII. (1906).—The committee appointed to collect 
data on hot-water heating at the annual meeting submitted 
a preliminary report at the summer meeting, outlining their 
labors, method of procedure, questions to be sent to the mem 
bers, manufacturers and fitters in order to accomplish the 
object of their appointment. 

In discussing the paper, “Heat Losses and Heat Transmis 
sion,” by Walter Jones, the author stated that with the tem- 
perature of the water at 170 degrees, it would require sixt 
five per cent more radiation to raise the temperature of 4 
room to 80 degrees in zero weather than would be requir¢d 
to heat it to 70 degrees. 

In a paper, “The Elimination of Redundant Parts in t!c 
Forced Circulation of Hot Water,” by Arthur H. Barker, t 
author described a system of forced circulation in which t!¢ 
use of pumps was done away with and the circulation i 
creased with the admission of steam; he claimed simplicity «‘ 
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tion, better results, and the use of smaller mains than 
ually placed in this class of work. 

Vol. XIII. (1907).—In a paper, “Comparison of Quick 

lating Systems of Hot-water Heating,” by C. Guitton, 

thor gave a description of the construction and opera- 
_ of the several European systems in which the circulation 
ccelerated by the introduction of steam. 

In a paper, “Formula for Pipe Sizes in Hot-water Heat- 
2." by Oliver H, Schlemmer, the author described his meth- 
od of obtaining the sizes of the mains, risers and connections 
in hot-water heating systems. 

Vol. XIV. (1908)—The topic, “The Effect of Increased 
Pressure in Hot-water Heating Systems,” brought out the 
iatement from one of our members who was a strong be- 
liever in heat generators attached to hot-water heating sys- 
tems, that after he had placed some fifteen or twenty such 
systems he completed an apparatus according to the reduced 
sizes of pipes called for, and while waiting for the generator 
to arrive the owner sasisted on Laying heat, and he unde-:- 
took to give him what he could withcut the generator, and 
was surprised’ to find that the avparatus worked equally az 
well without the gene'itor as the uthers which he had place] 
did with it; that when the generator arrived he placed it ana 
found no improvement in the circulation, and since that time 
he had placed many apparatus with the same sizes and ar- 
rangement of pipe without the use of the generator and ob- 
tained equal results. 

The topic, “The Comparative Value of Forced and Grav- 
ity Circulation in Residence Hot-water Heating Systems,” 
brought out the opinion that where water could be circulated, 
by gravity it was a mistake to employ any mechanical means, 
and that in fired apparatus anything that increased the tem- 
perature 140 to 180 degrees also increased the temperature 
of the escaping gases, making the system more wasteful in 
full without any special advantage. 

In addition to this, much information on the subject of 
hot-water heating is contained in the several reports pre- 
sented by the committee appointed to collect data on this 
subject, which having been referred to the Committee on 
Standards may not appear in our proceedings. 

The advantages of the system in its many different ap 
plications to all classes of buildings in this country, Canada 
and Europe would lead the Committee to say that we should 
have many additional descriptions of successful installations 
in our proceedings.

GUARDING AGAINST CONSUMPTION. 





Consumption is a house disease. It is a germ dis- 
ease. It ig caused by the germ known as the tuber- 
cular germ. Consumption is most frequently con- 
tracted by air contamination. There are two kinds 
of dirty air: Air that is contaminated because of 
having been breathed and laden with carbonic acid 
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gas—this being the case when in our houses or sh. ps 
or work places we do not have pure, fresh air—:.)\ 
air that is contaminated with disease germs. C. n- 
sumption is usually spread through spitting. Doct rs 
and sanitariums are universally agreed that if thcre 
were no spitting there would be no consumpti: 
The consumptive spits upon the floor or upon {i¢ 
sidewalk; in time the spit dries, still containing he 
germs of disease, which are caught up by the air and 
blown about. Air that contains the germs of con- 
sumption is deadly air. The membranous lining of 
the nose and throat furnish just the proper lodging 
place for the germs that are taken in through these 
channels. The consumption germ grows best at a 
temperature of about 100 degrees. The lungs and 
nasal passages have then both the degree of warmth 
and the moisture favorable to the growth of the 
germ. We cannot be too careful about spitting. In 
all shops, stores and work places, cuspidors should 
be provided, and these should contain an antiseptic 
solution to receive the sputum. They can then be 
washed and cleansed, their contents being emptied into 
the sewers. Spitting on the sidewalk and in public 
places is a disgusting habit and it is dangerous. [f 
the germs of consumption are inhaled in the dust with 
the air which we breathe, it is almost certain that in- 
fection will follow and consumption will develop. 

The Health Department has nothing to do with the 
curing of disease. Its work lies in the field of pre- 
vention. When it thinks of sickness, it does not think 
of medicine; it thinks of prevention. It is preven- 
tion that it is seeking to profit by. There is no better 
way to prevent consumption than to stop spitting on 
floors and in places where the sputum will dry and 
the germs be scattered about for people to breathe. — 
Chicago Department of Health.

I submit, herewith, drawings of elbows in 2, 3, 4 and 
6 pieces, and following the instructions in your paper 
I have laid out the elbow patterns and compared them, 
with the use of miter lines, made in the regular way, 
and I find the system is not right. 

Taking his three-piece elbow, which is laid out in 
full, I find his rise of miter line is not enough. The 
dotted quarter-circle is correct. If we take the 
radius of the dotted quarter-circle and space four 
times on one-quarter of the circumference, as A to 8B, 
it will bring the last point to C, which is outside of 
the quarter circumference. And the spacing of the 
quarter circumference is from where, in this system, 
you get the rise of, or rather, half the rise, of the 
miter line.

A NEW ALUMINUM AND MAGNESIUM ALLOY. 





A new aluminum and magnesium alloy has been 
patented by an American inventor, which, it is claimed, 
has many novel features. It consists of the follow- 
ing:—Aluminum, 79 per cent; magnesium, 11 per 
cent; phosphor-copper, 10 per cent. The phosphor- 
copper used-contains 99.5 per cent copper and 0.5 per 
cent phosphorus. This alloy is called by the inventor 
“Duralum,” and is used for making sand castings. 
It has about the same ‘specific gravity as aluminum, 
but is much harder and machines well. It does not 
clog the file, it is said. The inventor claims it is an 
excellent working metal. The object of the phos- 
phorus, the inventor says, is to prevent the oxida- 
tion of the magnesium in melting. When the alloy 
is melted, therefore, the phosphorus oxidizes in pref- 
erence to the aluminum. With magnalium, an alloy 
of aluminum and magnesium, the magnesium oxidizes 
extensively in melting, so that the alloy is changed to 
a marked degree.

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HARDWARE. 


A slight improvement in the demand for various 
kinds of hardware throughout the past week has been 
noted. According to reports, transactions on the 
whole since the first of the year compare favorably 
with those for the corresponding period of last year. 
Buyers who have been holding off awaiting develop- 
ments are now sounding the market and placing orders 
with more freedom. In the West there is marked 
activity on all classes of goods which are being mostlv 
booked for prompt shipment going into direct con- 
sumption. In wire nails business for the week has 
been fair and indications point to more activity during 
the next month. Quotations remained firm. A stead- 
ier tone in cut nails has been apparent, but no decided 
firmness in prices is as yet noted, but sellers in the main 
are not inclined to shade prices. Considerable tonnage 
covering the various wire products has been booked 
and inquiries for additional large lots are reported. 
Withdrawals on outstanding contracts were large, due 
to the favorable weather, which is having a marked 
stimulating effect on the demand. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 at the mill for 
full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than carloads. 
The base price of cut nails at the mill for jobbers is 
$1.95 per keg. The base price is $2 for full carloads 
at the mill, and $2.10 for less than carloads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.18 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 

30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03 ; and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating. nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net. 

TIN PLATE. 

The situation in the tin plate market remains un- 
changed, with prices firm under a liberal withdrawing 
demand and continued good inquiries. The American 
Sheet & Tin Plate Co. are now operating 191 hot tin 
mills. Some manufacturers are reported to have been 
sold out up to October 1. The price to retailers f. o. b. 
Chicago is $8.50 for 100-pound tin plate, 20x28. 





SHEETS. 


Sheet manufacturers are reported booked practically 
to capacity for several months ahead. — Prices as a rule 
are being maintained, though some independent makers 
are reported to be making concessions of from $1.00 to 
$2.00 on black sheets and from $2.00 to $3.00 on gal- 
vanized sheets. Prompt delivery is being hampered 
by car shortages. The Chicago price to retailers is 
$4.10 out of store for roo-pound No. 28 gauge, ‘gal- 
vanized.

125,000,000 pounds, but there is apparently very little 
confidence that the present level of values can be main- 
tained. 

The trade is already beginning to forecast the prob- 
able tenor of'the report of the Copper Producers’ As- 
sociation due April 10, and generally there is an ex- 
pectation that a further increase in stocks will be shown.

STEEL. 

There is a fair amount of activity in the market for 
finished steel, though the railroads have not been quite 
so prominent as was the case earlier in the month. 
This does not apply to’ rails, however, as orders have 
been recently placed for 40,000 tons, including 15,000 
tons for the New Haven and 2,500 tons for the Boston 
Elevated. Other raib contracts are still pending East 
and West for about 80,000 tons of steel rails, and an 
order for 20,000 tons to go to Manchuria is reported to 
be in the possession of a leading exporting company. 
In addition to the steel rails the railroads have given 
out orders for 4,000 cars and 110 locomotives during 
the past week, and other good sized contracts are 
pending. 

A great deal of interest has been shown in fabri- 
cated steel during the past week, and some large con- 
tracts have been let, though generally at prices cdn- 
siderably below recent quotations. 

There is a very quiet demand for merchant steel and 
wrought iron pipe, but no change is noted in prices. 
The early promise of an active trade has not been ful- 
filled, and the outlook is not now especially brilliant. 
Cast iron pipe is doing very well, especially for the 
larger sizes suitable for water works. Some good 
sized contracts are in the market, and more are prom- 
ised. 

The tonnage in stecl products booked thus far in 
March in the Pittsburgh district exceeds by 30 per 
cent the rate at which new business was booked in 
January and in February. Bookings in steel products 
still are slightly below the rate of production, but that 
is considered a minor feature, for the mills entered the 
year with such a large tonnage booked that many lines 
are content for new business to remain under maxi- 
mum, so long as curtent specifications on contracts 
keep the pace. 


PIG IRON. 

There is little change to note in the pig iron market. 
Business continues light, though there has been more 
inquiry lately. The bulk of the current demand is for 
spot shipment or for delivery in the second ‘quarter, 
but as yet there is comparatively little interest being 
manifested in deliveries beyond July. Perhaps this is 
due in some measure to the fact that the furnace men 
are not willing to accept current quotations for deliv- 
eries so far ahead. 

The principal part of the recent buying has been 
done by the pipe-makers and some good sized blocks 
of No. 3 and No, 4 iron have been placed. The foun- 
dry men are fairly busy and there is no apparent desire 
to hold up deliveries of iron due on contracts, but they 
have supplied their needs pretty well and are showing 
ndifference as to the future. 

Alabama iron is still nominally quoted at $13 ton, 
. 0 bd, Birmingham, but it is possible to shade this a 
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little for spot or nearby delivery. In fact, $12.50 
ton is claimed to have been done, though not all of 
the furnaces have been willing to accept business at 
the lower figure. Virginia iron is selling fairly well at 
around $15 ton, Roanoke, for No. 2 foundry, with 
some furnaces asking $15.25 ton. As noted above for 
Alabama iron, concessions can be secured on desirable 
tonnages for prompt delivery. In all sections sales 
made during the past week have aggregated about 
100,000 tons, this including 40,000 tons for the Ameri-

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“Things seem somewhat quieter this week, although there 
have been some good purchases for the second half of various 
grades of iron by leading interests. These took place in terri- 
tory other than the local one and were mostly for Northern 
iron. There are a number of inquiries for future delivery, 
but the sales so far from them have not been large. 

“There is still irregularity in Southern prices, some buy- 
ers making a determined effort to secure lower figures on 
round tonnages of Southern iron for the last half. There 
are reports out as to lower quotations, but so far most of 
these cases fail of confirmation. 

“There is no let-up in demand for shipments on contracts 
and melt is proceeding at its usual high rate, Neither is there 
any apparent increase in stocks on furnace or consumers’ 
yards and at the present time the tremendous production 
seems to be well taken care of. 

“We find slightly greater interest among buyers for their 
requirements during the second half, but it is not of such 
general nature as to be a movement. On the other hand, the 
furnace companies are not encouraging sales for this period 
at the present schedule, preferring to wait a while longer 
before actively entering a last half market. 

“There is a little better inquiry for foundry coke for the 
second half, but prices are at a low stage and this probably 
accounts for it. Production and shipments are proceeding 
about the same, but consumers should take into consideration 
any impending labor troubles which would seriously curtail 
coal and coke output.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“This week there has been a good deal of scattered buy- 
ing. The purchasing has been sporadic and not general. 
But several very large consumers .evidently came to the 
conclusion that they had waited long enough and that it did 
not pay to take chances by waiting, and so they purchased 
what they needed for the balance of the year. In this way 
a number of large orders have been placed. Then there has 
been more than the usual run of orders of all kinds for 
nearby shipment, and many buyers are asking for rush ship- 
ment. 

“There is no question but that as the spring comes on 
business is steadily growing. And there is no question but 
that an enormous amount of iron will be melted this year 
and that consumers are watching the market closely and 
getting more and more interested in current developments. 
It is certain that the buying movement when it comes will 
be of tremendous volume. Consumption of iron is growing 
at a rapid rate and while things last fall were pushed for- 
ward too quickly to stay, yet now that prices have settled 
the whole market .both from a producing and a consuming 
standpoint seems to be settling in shape for a steady and 
permanent improvement. 

“Most iron masters are anticipating a decided better- 
ment in prices and demand before the first of June. And 
there are a great many reasons to believe that their faith will 
not prove groundless.”
